The laruier who makes 
light of book farmers is showing his ignorance, because all the knowledge 
of tanning, both what he knows and what he does not know, has been put 
into books, aud what the critic does not know 
usually makes a large and 
entertaining volume. 
.Mighty few farmers know their ow'ti business suffi­ 
cient to make a financial success o. it, whence they blame the railroads, 
the trusts, the legislature and a few others for their own lack of knowledge 
and ability to make a good Hung. 
On the other hand the farmer who 
makes a financial sue ess is, nine timet out of ten, the man who studies 
and reads much about his business and tries to put into practice what he 
reads. 
The tenth man is just a natural born genius at farming. 
The 
other nine men are just like the c ollege professors who teach farming sub­ 
jects, they have read and studied and investigated and experimented to 
ascertain what is best for different soils and what foods different plants 
demand for their maintenance and growth and fruitage. 


Prof. C. M. Evans of the extension department of the Texas Agricul­ 
tural aud Mechanical college at Bryan is a specialist on cattle raising and 
is putting his book knowledge into practice for the gaining of wealth and 
the expansion of knowledge of good farming.

with farmers elsewhere. Mr. Evans has stocked 
his farm with'registered cattle, hogs aud chickens and is in the market to 
sell the products of these fine animals, both to the retail trade and those 
who may wish to improve their herds and flocks. 
As Mr. Evans has read 
much, studied much and expounded much, besides having come into fre­ 
quent contact with successful farmers everywhere, he has a book knowl­ 
edge and the experience of men of success to guide him in this undertaking. 
In addition to stocking his 
farm with the best breeds of animals and birds, 
he is raising his own feed 
and food, thus cutting down a big item of ex­ 
pense. 
Some agricultural experimenters have discovered that the feed 
which costs $1 to raise costs $5 when bought at the stores. 
So Mr. Evans 
is saving that $4 b y 'doing his own raising. 
Then, agaii^ the progency of 
his herds and flocks will have a pedigree behind them. 
It costs no more 
to raise a pedigreed calf or pig than it does one of poor breed, but the 
stale prices are often many times what the common breeds bring. 
Thus, 
with a saving in feed cost and with pedigreed animals to sell at fancy 
prices, Mr. Evans stands a good chance, under reasonably favorable con­ 
ditions, of being a successful college professor on the farm, and his suc­ 
cess ought to refute the contentions of the carpers concerning book farmers. 
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Mobilization of labor for the culti­ 
vation of Increased food and 
feed 
crops will be undertaken next week by 
the extension service of A. and M. 
college cooperating with the United 
States department of agriculture aud 
the state commissioner of labor at 
Austin. 
The federal department has 
detailed an expert in labor problems 
to report to Director Ousley. Active 
cooperation with the state labor com 
missioner will be had to the end there 
may be no duplication of activities. 
Through 
county 
demonstration 
agents and other such sources 
the 
three agencies will determine the need 
tor labor in the various sections of 
Texas. 
The machinery of the state 
labor commissioner will be used large­ 
ly to catalogue the available labor 
and distribute this labor to the places 
most needed. 
Under the stress of the war time 
agitation farmers have planted more 
food and feed crops than they can 
handle in cultivating and harvesting 
time and the problem of supplying 
labor is going to be one big problem,” 
said Director Ousley. “ We must not 
allow any seed planted to be wasted 
through lack of cultivation.” 
Director Ousley believes that 
an 
increase in acreage of food and feed 
stuffs of from twenty-five to forty per 
* eat has been made since January I 
'Hie members of the extension staff 
also w ill take the field in force next 
week to urge the cultivation of crops 
and to give instructions in the prop­ 
er cultivation of these crops. The 
planting of follow crops, such as sorg­ 
hum, kafir corn, peas and peanuts af 
ter the grain is harvested will be an­ 
other phase of their work.

The silence of 
German 
Imperial 
Chancellor von 
Bethmann 
Hollweg 
concerning Germany’s peace terms, if 
as declared it is based on a desire to 
avoid disrupting the unity of feeling 
in the country by discussion of con­ 
tentious questions and, not as some 
uncharitable German critics assert on 
the absence of a deficient goccrnment 
Policy, has failed of its object. An 
acrimonious controversy is now rag­ 
ing in Germany between the big an­ 
nexationists, the little annexationists 
and the advocates of no annexations 
and indemnities whatever. 
The Pan-German League has sent 
circulars to its branches thr >ughout 
the country asking them to organize 
meetings everywhere in the interests 
of "German peace” and against the so- 
< ialist peace program. The conserva­ 
tives have introduced an interpella­ 
tion in the reichstag in an endeavor 
to smoke out Von Bethman-Hollweg 
and force him to declare himself for 
or against the Scheidemann program. 
The radicals have introduced a similar 
interpellation in the Prussian diet. 
The revival of the activity of the 
imperialistic organizations of agricul­ 
ture and industry who wer- responsi­ 
ble for the famous suppressed circu­ 
lar of the six leagues, with a sweep­ 
ing annexationists program, in 1915, 
is marked by the issue of a stiffly 
worded pronunciamento from a long 
list of agricultural, industrial and even 
religious organizations. The Pan Am 
rican leagu e and the Army and Nav 
Leagues are demanding peace with 
indemnities, increased territory and 
greater power for Germany. 
Tile socialists’ meetings, on the oth 
er hand, are making and strengthen 
lug public opinion for a peace with 
no indemnities and no annexations 
The socialist leaders obviously are 
endeavoring to sweep the government 
and the imperial chancellor into 
declaration of the German peace aims 
on similar lines, and which would b 
used at the Stockholm conference.
